« State budget 
woes necessitate 
budget reductions 
for EJ schools 


In the midst of a State budget crisis 
that’s tmpacting schools across the 
board, the East Jordan School District 
is considering budget reductions total- 
ing $410,500 for the 04-05 school 
year, including a teacher lay-off. 

The East Jordan Board of Education 
is expected to approve those reduc- 
tions at a special meeting on Wednes- 
day, June 30. The district is required 
hy law to have a balanced budget ap- 
proved by that date. 

Though the reductions are signifi- 
cant, schools superintendent Chip 
Hansen noted that the recent approval 
by district voters of the Headlee over- 
ride “made a big difference,” adding 
$100,000 in revenue to stave off even 
more cuts, 

Still, any reductions have the poten- 
tial to, at the most basic level, impact 
kids, a fact that Hansen finds hard to 
reconcile. “J'm pretty dismayed to 
watch the rhetoric in Lansing (regard- 
ing funding for public education],” he 
said. “That smacks to me of partisan- 
ship more than really working hard to 
establish a set of priorities.” 

East Jordan's reductions, he adds, 
are a direct result of “the State of

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Township ambulance service will be on August ballot 


Though a meeting last 
week brought low public 
turnout, it created an oppor- 
tunity for Boyne Valley of- 
ficials to meet informally 
with Boyne City officials, 
regarding the proposed 
Boyne Valley Ambulance 
Service, 

Boyne Valley Township 
is seeking 1.5 mills, with a 
maximum of 1 mill to be 
levied, from voters in Au- 
gust to set up the Basic Life 
Support service. 


At present, the township 
has First Responders, but 
depends on a contractual 
relationship with the City of 
Boyne City for patient 
transport, If the millage 
were to be passed by town- 
ship voters later this sum- 
mer, the township would 
have one ambulance of its 
own. 

“The objective is to pro- 
vide more definitive care, 
quicker,” said township 
emergency medical services 


head Bruce Giem. 

Giem emphasizes that the 
service has long had a 
strong relationship with 
Boyne City, but is simply 
looking to “enhance that 
service for our township 
residents.” . 

Boyne Valley Township 
would still depend on 
Boyne City Ambulance for 
support, especially as 
Boyne City completes the 
process to become an Ad- 
vanced Life Support ser- 


vice, 
Last year, [30 ambulance 
runs were made in the town- 


ship, and this year the num- 


ber is expected to hit 150, 
The township has five resi- 
dents in training to get their 
basic certification for the 
service; currently, the town- 
ship boasts a team of 11 first 
responders. 

‘Present at the meeting 
was new Boyne City ambu- 
lance director John Lamont, 
who voiced an interest in 


sitting down with Giem and 
other township officials to 
explore other support op- 
tions. Though they’re open 
to the possibilities, Giem 
responded, any talks would 
be strictly informational at 
this point. “I’m not opposed 
to sitting across the table to 
find out how we can work 
together,” Giem said. But, 
added Boyne Valley Town- 
ship fire chief Mike 
Richards, “we're going to 
proceed with our plan [for 


the millage].” 

“My goal,” Lamont 
noted, “is just to work to- 
gether.” 

Giem agreed that, should 
the millage pass, the two 
services would need to work 
out a mutual aid agreement. 

According to Richards, 
the township plans to hold 
one more informational 
meeting for the public, to 


Aake place sometime in July.

» EJ Learning Lab helps 
student achieve a dream 


Each student, no matter their age, gender, or economic 
background, comes to the East Jordan Learning Lab with 
a story all their own. The common ground is, of course, 
a desire to achieve. . 

For Mariana Howe, the pursuit of a GED after more 
than 30 years out of school was about fulfilling a per- 
sonal need more than anything. Having dropped out of 
school after her sophomore year to become a young 
mother, Howe went on to have a productive life, having 
four more children and creating a successful career as a 
massage therapist. Though she managed to accomplish 
much without getting her diploma, she used her experi- 
ence.to help assure that her own kids would complete 
their education. “I always had a little story,” she said. 
‘When my class graduated, I was on the front porch of 
my little house with my baby boy on my lap. Everyone 
went by, honking their horns [after graduating]. That’s 
my motivational story for my children.” 

And though life went on, by the time her own kids 
were grown and gone from home, Howe began to think 
again about that one loose thread. “I wanted to continue 
my education, and not having a high school diploma 
prevents me from doing that,” she said. “I wanted to 
look into going to college and I thought, I have to get a 
GED.” 

With that knowledge, however, came a knot of fear, 
the fear of returning to something from which she'd been 
' long removed. “J thought about it, and I was fearful,” 
Howe said, ‘“‘but then I said, ‘Mariana, get over it, you’re 
a 51-year-old woman. But all through the years I'd get 

that fearful feeling [when thinking of going back to 
school],”

called Central Lake High School, where she was directed 
to the East Jordan Learning Lab; she made an appointment 
and set foot inside for the first time the very next day, From 
the get-go, she knew she'd made the right decision. 

“You don’t know what to expect,” she said. “Deep down 
inside you feel kind of dumb for not having your diploma. 
But I came in and immediately felt comfortable.” Her first 
meeting was with instructor Patti Hodge. 

‘She made me feel good about coming here,” Howe said. 

After some initial testing, to determine a specific pro- 
gram of study tailored to Howe’s needs, she jumped into 
her studies, under the tutelage of instructor Jerry Hawes. 
Working in the evening two to three times a week, Howe 
began her work tn November, and successfully passed her 
GED test in time to graduate earlier this month, 

Not that the road was always an easy one. “When I was

doing the stuff I like to do, I was having a great ttme,” 
Howe said. “But math was the hardest.” 

The support she found at the lab, she said, gave 
her the confidence to continue on, even when she 
felt like quitting. “Jerry was there for every little ques- 
tion I had,” Howe said. “He was just so motivating. 
He was real committed to my progress.” 

Certain that she had failed the math portion of her 
GED exam {on which she, in fact, according to 
Hodge, scored quite well), Howe had decided that 
she wouldn’t even plan on going to graduation. “I 
didn’t call or anything,” she said. Shortly thereafter, 
however, Howe arrived home to find a message on 
her answering machine. It was Hawes, 

“You passed, Mariana, you passed.”

Howe did attend her graduation, made more spe- 
cial by the fact that her oldest and youngest sons, 
both living downstate, drove up for the occasion. 
“When my children had their graduations, and [the 
band] would play ‘Pomp and Circumstance’, I would 
always start to cry,’ Howe said. “It was kind of the 
joke in our family. And then at my graduation, they 
played ‘Pomp and Circumstance’ and sure enough | 
started crying, and my boys in the auditorium are 
just twinkling. 

“It was a very special day for me.” 

As for the future, Mariana’s still unsure of whether 
she'll be taking college courses or not; regardless, 
just the knowledge that she finally completed that 
unfinished education is enough for her. “It kind of 
reminded me of the scarecrow in the Wizard of Oz,” 
she said. “He was always smart, but he didn’t feel it 
‘til he got his diploma.”

Boyne Rehabilitation Center in Boyne City will 
be a major recipient of funds from this year’s Sym- 
phony on the Green, with proceeds to benefit the 
center’s proposed expansion project. 

“We are very happy to announce expansion plans 
for Boyne Rehab, and grateful to the [Charlevoix 
Area Hospital] Foundation for their support,” said 
Charlevoix Area Hospital president Bill Jackson. 
“While the need for expansion at the Boyne loca- 
tion is great, until funds are in place, we won't be 
able to break ground.” 

Jackson presented plans for the expansion at the 
recent annual meeting of the Charlevoix Area Hos- 
pital Foundation, telling the group that because of 
advanced training and educational courses taken 
by Rehab manager Cindy Banner and physical 
therapist Wendy Stadt, the center is now able to 
specialize in women’s health issues. 

Types of special problems addressed at the io- 
cation include musculoskeletal complaints during 
pregnancy and postpartum as well as throughout 
all stages of life; exercises for prenatal and post- 
partum; high risk and bed rest pregnancy; post 
cesarean section and birth trauma rehabilitation, 
osteoporosis; incontinence; the female athlete; and 
other conditions and ailments. 

Because this type of physical therapy is unique 
to Boyne Rehab, physiciass from Charlevoix, East 
Jordan, and Petoskey, as well as Boyne City, are 
referring their special needs female patients to the 
office. As a result, space limitations have created 
a challenge for the program, which is offered in 
addition to Boyne Rehab's regular physical therapy 
treatments. 

The creation of additional space, it’s hoped, 
won't be too far off, and Symphony on the Green 
will help. “This year’s Symphony on the Green 
hopes to raise some starter funds toward this 
project,” said Charlevoix Area Hospital Founda- 
tion event coordinator Patti Barraw. 

Funds from the event will also support the 
hospital's purchase of a new Computer Aided 
Detection (CAD) Mammography System for the 
Imaging Department, and will help underwrite 
some of the Foundation’s community outreach pro- 
grams, 

The Foundation hopes, according to Barraw, to 
raise at least $60,000 this year. Foundation com- 
mittees are also working on raising funds for the 
Boyne City expansion and CAD system through 
community support.

Citizens should 
tell DEQ how 
they feel about 
proposed dock 


TO THE EDITOR: 


The citizens of Boyne City have a unique opportunity 
to help shape the future of our community. 

The Department of Environmental Quality will accept 
letters from citizens expressing their views on the pro- 
posed transient docking facility that would project from 
the shore near Garrett’s Restaurant well out into the wa- 


ters of Lake Charlevoix. Copies of the proposed plan, the 


applications for this “scaled down” version of the dock 
(still over 400 feet in total length) and the original appli- 
cation for a much larger permanent T-shaped dock with 
“dockaminiums” are available at the City Clerk’s office. 

By the way, the current temporary seasonal dock is 
planned “for the time being, until we get the issues with 
the city resolved” - a quote from Greg Krueger’s letter to 
the DEQ dated Feb. 25, 2004, and from what I can deter- 
mine, the request for permits for the much larger project 
have never been dropped, and I believe, will be pursued 
in the future. 

I hope you will look at both applications and think care- 
fully about what you want our waterfront to look like in 
the future, and about whose rights should take precedence. 
Then write the DEQ this week and express your views. 
Time is running short to take a stand. 

I am against the project for several reasons: 

|, The size, angle of entry and location of the dock 
would create a bottle neck of boat traffic entering and 
leaving our municipal marina. 

2. It would eliminate fishing in an area which has been 
a popular fishing shoreline for generations. 

3, The increased wake, traffic, and pollution may harm 
a prime spawning area for sports fish. 

4. The structure would protrude further into the lake 
than any natural land feature and would diminish the natu- 
ral beauty of the area, when viewed from the public park 
land, walk ways, and roads in the area. 

5. This project would benefit a few transient boaters 
but would be detrimental for the enjoyment of the area 
for many others.

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Commission on Aging gives annual report

The Charlevoix County 
Commission on Aging com- 
pleted its program year on 
Sept. 30, 2003, We would 
like to take this opportunity 
to report our annual activi- 
ties to the public. 

1. Home-Delivered Meals 
- we served 16,308 meals to 
121 clients in East Jordan, 
Boyne City and Charlevoix 
and surrounding areas. 

2. Congregate Meals - we 
served [1,696 meals to 961 


senior center participants in- 


East Jordan and Boyne City 
(these numbers do not in- 
clude Charlevoix Senior 
Center, CSC chooses not to 
participate with the Com- 
mission on Aging Congre- 
gate Program). 

3. Homemaker - we pro- 
vided 2,532 hours to 67 cli- 
ents 

4, Respite - 1.177 hours 
to 14 clients 

5. Personal Care - we pro- 
vided 2,113 baths/hours to 
59 clients 

6. Dementia Respite - 735 
hours to 13 clients 

7. Information and Assis- 
tance - 3,588 clients and 
1,040 hours providing assis- 
tance and information over 
the phone or at the office 

8. Senior Center Staffing 
- 380 clients and 1,634 
hours 

In addition to the above 
grant services, we provided 
the following Medicaid 
Waiver Services:

We also provided Tax 
Preparation service to 46 
clients who received prop- 
erty tax credit refunds of 
$10,392; home heating 
credit refunds of $5,119;

the seniors of Charlevoix 
County. 

We assisted re-enrollment 
to the EPIC program (Elder 
Prescription Insurance Cov- 
erage) to 34 clients. We 
have talked to ail of the cli- 
ents on the phone regarding 
the EPIC, and most are very 
satisfied with the program. 
Some have a monthly co- 
pay of as little as $7 per 
month, with the majority 
having copays each month 
of between $15 and $35 per 
month. In addition, the phar- 
macies seem to like the way 
the EPIC plan works, by all 
the early signs, this plan will 
be a good one for the seniors 
who qualify.

of Michigan's failure to fund public education. East Jor- 
dan has lost more than $500,000 in revenues over the past 
three years due to freezes in the Student Foundation Grant, 
and has also weathered another $143,000 in cuts from the 
State, and there's no end in sight.” 

The district’s strategy of combining budget reductions 
with reliance on a fund balance has kept it afloat thus far 
but is a temporary fix at best. “It’s a strategy with a limited 
future,” Hansen said, “By next year, our fund balance will 
shrink to $600,000, so there won't be a fot of wiggle room 
left.” 

Reductions to the poset 2004-05 budget include 
$235,500 saved through attrition; $41,700 through reduc- 
tions and eliminations in contracted services and programs; 
and $59,000 in reductions related to supplies and materi- 
als. Additionally, $44,000 is saved through the lay off fourth 
grade teacher Debbie Bacon, who is, Hansen said, “our 
least senior probationary teacher, and a very important part 
of our school family.” The worry now, according to Hansen, 
is what will happen next year if things don’t improve at 
the State level. ““We’ re pleased that we’ ve been able to make 
reductions without eliminating important programs or ser- 
vices for students, but realistically, it’s the last year where 
that will be the case,” he said. “It’s time for people who 
value public education to let their legislators know that 
they expect them to fix the problem they’ ve created.”
